Designed so that stock can feed from all sides and 
keep heads in feeder to prevent waste. Built from stand- 
ard lumber items. 



This rigidly framed feed bunk is made of 2" planking with 
4x4 legs. 10' long; 3'-4}^'' wide; box is 2'-6'' wide inside. 
Narrow width permits cattle to feed from one side only 
and still clean entire box. Bolted joints for rigid con- 
struction.
